ANARCHISTS ORGANIZING. 



Tbey Create Quite a Furor In One or the 
Chicago suburbs— Warned of the Fate of 
Bplea and Others. 

Chicaoo, Felt. IS. —German workingmen 
who live in and adjoining MapUwood mat 
In tbe villag* Opera-hoate yeaterdsy 
afternoon and organised a branch of the 
Arbeitcr-Bund. An attempt waa made 
laat Wednesday evening to orgaaize the 
branch, but, when a couple of hundred 
Anarchists bad assembled, a great up- 
roar waa raised by an uprising of a 
•core or more of women, the wives 
and daughter* of som* of them, who de- 
clared that tba mooting should not bo 
held. I hey implored the men to leave tbe 
ball, and begged them not to endanger 
their neck* by bacomlng AnarcblaU. Tbey 
recalled tb* fate of spies, Parsons, Kngel 
and Fischer, and even threatened to call 
in th* police to break up tbe meeting. Tbey 
raised such a clamor that ev*ry ona waa 
glad to get out Into tbe silence of the 
night Tbe meeting did not go on, and 
•ucb was the alarm spread in the neigh- 
borhood by tbe German boufwives, who 
have been reading the newspapers, that 
when another meeting was called for yes- 
terday inatead of two hundred Hermans to 
algn tbe roll there were only about aeven- 
ty-llve. The bund was organised by 
Mecretary Moaler, of the central 
body. Carl BUrk waa made pres- 
ident and a man named Appel 
secretary. It was determined to organiie 
a Hunday-school for tbe Instruction of the 
members in the tenants of anarchy. Ar- 
raugaments will also be made for cele- 
brating th* ono hundredth anniversary of 
the fall of the Bastile July 11. An agita- 
tor named Friedal related his experience 
the night of tbe Hay market riot, and other 
.speaker < denounced the new lake shore 
drive that ha* been projected and the 
building of the Auditorium. They were 
fresh examples of wasteful expenditure 
of aristocrats, mad with wealth.

TYPEWRITING TELEGRAPH. 

Itesult or F.sperluients Made Between New 
York, PhlUdelphla and Pittsburgh. 
New York, Feb. 25.- For several months 
past experiments have been mado between 
this city, Philadelphia and Pittsburgh 
with a new printing telegraph called 
"Essick'a typewriting telegraph." Tb« 
latest experiments, mad* on a line 740 
miles In length, in all kinds of weather and 
under unfavorable conditions, are claimed 
to have been very satisfactory, and as dem- 
onstrating the perfect feasibility ot the sys- 
tem. The transmitting Instrument ia worked 
like a keyboard and requires no special 
training on the part of the operator. The 
matter transmitted i* received at tbe op- 
posite terminal and at any way stations, 
automatically, on strips of paper three or 
four inches wide, In plain print Tbe op- 
erations of this telegraph have been wit- 
nessed by leading Journalists with much 
interest, as it promises advantage* for 
newspnper work. The inventor claims 
that tt will largely supersele tbe tele- 
phone. The present speed Isatout thirty- 
live words a minute, with a possibility of 
fifty words
